GEANTS  INDEXED 

The  General  Assembly  of  1915  continued  the  appropriation  of 
$1,500  a  year  for  establishing  a  card  index  system  for  gTants,  and 
to  arrange  and  change  the  method  of  filing  wan-ants,  jdats  and  sur- 
veys in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  All  the  regular  grants 
have  been  finished  and  we  are  now  at  work  upon  the  military  warrants 
and  grants.     The  work  should  be  finished  in  the  spring  of  1917, 

This  rearrangement,  indexing,  etc.,  has  been  a  task  of  great  magiii- 
tude,  and  its  value  is  almost  inestimable.

Court  Reports  have  been  annotated  and  reprinted.*  Twenty-four  ad- 
ditional volumes  have  been  annotated,  fourteen  of  which  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  State  Printer,  and  ten  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Labor  and  Printing  to  be  reprinted.

*Three  of  the  volumes  reprinted  during  the  past  tw  o  years  were  burned.  Of  these  No.  24  has  been 
reprinted,  No.  2B  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Printing  and  is  ready  for  the 
State  Printer,  and  No.  53  is  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Printer. 
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On  is'ovember  6,  1915,  the  Uzzell  Building,  in  which  were  stored 
many  Su2:)reme  Court  Reports,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  In  this  fire 
were  burned  47,161  volumes  of  Supreme  Court  Reports  and  about 
20,000  volumes  of  Laws  and  miscellaneous  books  belonging  to  the 
State.  The  value  of  these  Supreme  Court  Reports  and  other  books 
was  more  than  $80,000. 

In  addition  to  the  books  above  mentioned,  there  were  many  mis- 
cellaneous ]>apers  and  much  property,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  State  that 
were  destroyed. 

The  last  General  Assembly  was  strongly  urged  to  provide  a  fire- 
proof storage  warehouse  for  these  books  and  other  State  property. 
In  the  basement  of  the  new  State  Building  are  now  stored  all  the 
Supreme  Court  Reports,  about  81,000  volumes,  and  about  1,800 
volumes  of  Laws  belonging  to  the  State.  These  books  are  so  crowded 
on  the  floor  for  want  of  proper  space  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
keep  up  with  them  accurately,  and  care  for  and  protect  them  as  they 
should  be  cared  for.  All  of  this  space  is  greatly  needed  by  the  State 
Library,  which  is  now  using  part  of  this  basement.  The  Department 
of  State  needs  at  least  15.000  feet  of  floor  space  to  properly  care  for 
the  property  of  the  State  now  in  the  custody  of  that  department  which 
cannot  be  housed  in  the  Capitol.  The  Adjutant  Gleneral's  and  other 
departments  are  renting  warehouses  and  rooms  in  unsuitable  and 
inconvenient  places  in  the  city. 

As  I  said  in  my  last  report,  ''I  would  urge  the  purchase  of  a  spa- 
cious lot  and  the  erection  of  a  modern,  commodious  warehouse  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  those  books  and  other  State  property.  This  is  a  neces- 
sity, and  would  also  be  an  economy."

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For  the  automobile  registration  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  there 
have  been  registered  from  July  1  to  ^N^ovember  30,  33,904  automo- 
biles, an  increase  of  more  than  9,500  machines  for  the  five  months 
over  the  total  number  of  registrations  for  the  previous  year. 

The  fees  collected  for  registrations,  transfers,  etc.,  for  the  automo- 
bile registration  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  amounted  to  $95,288.54  ; 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  $135,783.65.  Eighty  per  cent 
of  the  amount  collected  for  registration  from  each  county  was  re- 
funded to  that  county  by  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  road  fund,  in 
compliance  with  the  jDrovisions  of  the  law.  There  are  some  few  regis- 
trations by  nonresident  owners.  The  amount  collected  for  nonresi- 
dent registrations  is  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  no  part  of  it 
is  refunded  to  any  county.  The  amount  collected  for  the  year  ending- 
June  30,  1917,  for  the  five  months  period  beginning  July  1st  to  No- 
vember 30th,  was  $191,685.20. 

The  registration  fees  under  the  new  law  are  $5,  $7.50,  and  $10 
annually  for  automobiles ;  $2  for  motorcycles,  and  $10  for  demon- 
strating licenses.  The  transfer  fee  is  $2.  From  March  1st  to  June 
30th  of  each  year  only  one-half  the  regular  registration  fee  is  charged. 

Indexes  are  carefully  kept  in  the  office,  both  numerically  and  alpha- 
betically, of  the  registered  owners  of  all  automobiles,  and  any  infor- 
mation regarding  registrations  is  available  at  all  times.

Note. — The  amounts  of  money  received  by  this  Department  (except  for 
entries  of  vacant  lands)  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer  as  of  the  first  of  the  month 
following  the  month  in  which  they  are  collected,  and  so  appear  in  his  accounts. 
For  instance,  money  received  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  November,  and 
entered  in  the  November  accounts  of  this  office,  appears  in  the  December  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer,  and  so  for  the  other  months  of  the  year. 
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On  March  23,  1915,  Mr.  George  W.  JSTorwood  died.  He  had  been 
in  the  service  of  tlie  State  since  1901.  His  faithfulness  to  every 
duty,  his  fidelity  to  every  trust,  his  loyalty  to  every  interest  of  the 
State,  and  his  zeal  in  promoting  every  activity  of  the  Department  of 
State,  cannot  be  too  highly  praised.  His  death  was  a  real  loss  to  the 
State,  and  a  deep  bereavement  to  thousands  of  friends  and  admirers 
in  all  parts  of  ISTorth  Carolina. 

Mr.  Norwood  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  E.  G.  Sherrill,  who,  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1916,  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Dupree,  who  remained  in 
this  office  until  August  1,  1916.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  resigned 
to  accept  more  lucrative  appointments.  On  August  1,  1916,  Mr. 
Frank  W.  Brown,  of  Pitt  County,  accepted  the  position  of  Grant 
Clerk,  which  place  he  now  holds. 

On  April  15,  1915,  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Sawyer  was  appointed  Corpora- 
tion Clerk  to  succeed  Mr.  W.  S.  Wilson,  who  resigned  that  place  to 
accept  the  position  of  Legislative  Reference  Librarian,  to  which  he 
had  been  elected  by  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission. 

The  Department  of  State  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  work 
and  cooperation  of  faithful,  conscientious,  and  capable  assistants,  and 
I  desire  to  take  this  occasion  to  acknowledge  their  ability,  their  loy- 
alty to  this  department,  and  their  help  to  me.  I  further  wish  to  thank 
them  for  their  efficient  service  to  the  State.
